But the old idea is not carried out 
with any degree of originality and the pictures capture only the expected attitudes 
and actions.

* A graphic illustration of a rainstorm (by the author-artist of Let’s Dress 
Ub and Have a Party), builds up a scene at the river's edge and then disperses it with 
a shower. The technique is stick figure drawing and a line of text which names each 
new thing- fish, bird, tree, deer, boat, boy etc.- that comes into the picture, and 
the publishers are featuring it as a new kind of easy reader. But the book stands on 
its own as a picture story too and will be thoroughly enjoyed by children turning the 
pages to see the new object come into view.

There is need to find a new one, and on the hunt, the magnificent white Hong-Mo appears 
as if by magic and silently offers himself to the delighted Little King. But Hong-Mo is 
held in awe by animals and men alike. The Little King, who is made completely well by 
his presence, even wonders if such a beast should be kept chained. His hunch is right. 
Hong-Mo does disappear, but not until he has left a symbol in the Little King's heart 
that lasts for the rest of his life.

The extreme busy-ness, the many different: kinds of jobs 
that keep people there, the supply and transportation lines, its history and the peoples 
who live there- are all fitted together in logical form and personalized by direct re- 
ferences to human activity.

Here her drawings form a biography of a hole 
in an apple tree from the time when it was no bigger than a bark beetle's bore to a season 
when other animals- woodpeckers, carpenter bees, etc.- have made it big enough for a coon 
to get into.

The focus is on a particular bird, Sanderling, but the text is only moderately per- 
sonalized and achieves a comfortable balance of story and information. Water color 
illustrations in blue, brown and yellow are accurate and artistic and portray the 
world from a shore level point of view.

* Episodes in the life of a family cat who was not an ordinary beast, these 
have a warm immediacy that is characteristic of writing for young children as it is 
taught at the Bank Street College of Education, where Claudia Lewis has been a staff 
member for twelve years. Each chapter is a separate adventure- telling how Straps 
got his name, or about getting lost one evening or how he snoozed- with his hind end 
propped up on the top step and his head and paws draped down to the one below. With- 
out an overt attempt to be humorous, the author has made some very funny situations 
from these animal antics. Illustrated with amusing line drawings by Cornelius 
Ruhtenberg.

Accurate colored 
pictures by Irma Wild and an expertly simplified text make this a fine beginner's book. 


* Harmer, Mabel- THE TRUE BOOK OF PIONEERS- A very good delineation, this is 
written in clear simple terms and lets the facts speak for themselves. One gets a sense 
of history in the contrast between the east coast. townspeople and the adventurers who, 
like Boone, decided to try for new land. And without exclamations of admiration, the ac- 
count of the hardships and techniques of pioneering is far more graphic and valuable than 
in the raft of more laudatory books for the age group. Wash pictures in color and grey 
tones by Loran Wilford show the rough hewn quality of pioneer life.

A story of the simplest elements gets its appeal from the author's ability to 
render the slight plot in a straightforward manner with well chosen incidents. On Knoll 
Ranch in Montana, Todd and Sue are both grieved and worried by the death of the family 
cow, for their father can't afford another and their baby brother needs milk. The children 
find another one from a neighboring ranch and if the ending is fortuitous it exemplifies 
creature love in a warm, winning manner.

Despite the setting, despite 
the fact that Kenny makes firm friends with a native boy and has a harrowing trip 
through a very real forest, both dialogue and episodes have been written as if to 
impress readers with its earnestness and the conversation seems stilted and careful. 
Though Kenny emerges with the realization that Africa is a growing place, he listens 
to parrotted words and it is difficult, in the last analysis, to be left with anything 
more than a dull impression of the dark continent. The drawings are by the author, 
who is well known as an illustrator of children's books.

A story of the underground railway in the decade before the Civil War takes 
place along the Kentucky-Ohio border and also illustrates a boy's growing understanding 
of the Quaker way of life. Peter, who comes to stay with his Uncle Eb and Aunt Ellie 
on their farm, is sure he'll be bored with the country and looks forward to the day 
when he can become a river pilot and enjoy the excitement of growing Cincinnati. But 
no sooner is he there than Uncle Eb begins to have mysterious conversations with a 
neighbor. As Peter realizes what is happening and even tkaes part himself in the 
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escape of a Negro family hiding at Uncle Eb's, he comes to understand that excitement in 
service rather than adventure for its own sake is the more important thing in life.

* An unusual and well written biography of an Arkansas farm goat charts its course 
through the hands of many owners and through a change of character that eventually brings 
Old Em back to her first home. Born Jim Frazer's goat, Em grows up to be the leader of 
his flock, displaying the hardened personality of a brush goat who, though never unkindly 
treated, has never known human love. Jim's decision to sell his goats brings on a rapid 
succession of new homes for Em and in each, for one reason or another, there is an in- 
creasing effort to turn her into a milk goat. Finally her horns are cut off to protect 
the other goats at Cy Walker's dairy. This makes her unrecognizable to the Frazers who 
come hunting for a goat for their paralytic grandson who needs the milk and also the 
companionship of an animal that will give him faith and strength to get well. The dis- 
covery of Old Em's identity makes a happy surprise but the, story's main appeal lies in its 
sharp portrayal of an animal and the very accurate descriptions of the various effects 
Old Em has on her humans.

A family story and a sequel to Rachel, which first took readers into the immigrant 
Russian Jewish family in New York, describes a first year away from the Lower East Side, 
in a bigger book store for Papa and at a new school for Rachel and Herman. The chapters 
are filled with anecdotes- of getting adjusted to Miss Bannerman and the sixth grade, of 
the trials of gay cousin Boris who comes to America to join the Lessings, of acquiring a e 
house cat and a friend who likes to read books as well as Rachel does. Friendly portrayals 
keep up the interest, though this seems to have lost some of the sharpness of the former 
volume.

Peare, Catherine Owens Henry Holt 
WASHINGTON IRVING $2.25 


Continuing her series of biographies of American writers (Mark Twain, Longfellow 
and Louisa May Alcott) this takes Irving through the life he lead as the son of a New 
York storekeeper, as a boy who was more of a prankster than a student and as a fortunate 
young man whose literary tendencies were given their necessary push through a combination 
of factors. While Irving had some success selling poems and essays, he was undetermined 
about writing as a career. But the charm that made him so popular, ill health and the 
chance to travel soon presented him with the ideas and the opportunities he needed. Mrs. 
Peare makes a friendly story, touching on the personal experiences that led to The Legend 
of Sleepy Hollow, Rip Van Winkle and finally, TJales of the Alhambra and captures the rich- 
ness in friendships and learning that marked his life. Iliustrated by Margaret Ayer.

JUAN PONCE DE LEON $2.50

Nina Brown Baker's biographies for this age group have included books on such 
widely varying persons as Woolworth, Pike and Amerigo Vespucci. This is among her best ae 
and continues the work she has done on the period of New World discovery. She has, too, 
an appealing personality with whom to deal. While Ponce de Leon was typical of the 
Spanish noblemen whose main road to success lay through the arts of war, he was a young 
man who made his way through adverse circumstances and perhaps because of this became a 
humane soldier, more foresighted than his contemporaries. In Haiti, where he went as a 
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leader, he married happily and began to run an estate, a unique action in a cold 
hungry world. Had it not been for fate, Ponce de Leon might never have taken part 
in the conquest of Puerto Rico and, from there, been placed in a position to inves- 
tigate Florida. But his qualities as a leader became indispensable to those in com- 
mand and the expeditions he took part in were among the gentlest in Spanish history. 
An easy, conversational narrative makes a person of him and of those he dealt with.

* Hard as one finds it to be on peaceful, let alone friendly, terms with ants, 
this fascinating book cannot help but leave even the most skeptical of humans with a 
new attitude towards the insects which are so like themselves. And if the author has 
a subject of unfailing interest, she is also able to present it quietly and factually 
and with her own amazement held in just enough check to let the reader's be the more. 
The survey is complete too, covering local American ants and tropical varieties as 
well as instructions on how to keep ants for home observation. The author has done 
her own clear drawings and diagrams too.

Syme, Ronald Morrow 
DE SOTO, FINDER OF THE MISSISSIPPI $2.50 


The almost constant struggle and unabated effort which marked De Soto's 
life comes through forcefully in this new biography by Mr. Syme. The vital statis- 
tics- De Soto's poor origin, his luck in Peru with Pizarro where his abilities as a 
leader began to be noted, the expedition to and trek across our southern states- are 
well known. But Mr. Syme's interpretation of them recreates much of the urgency and 
irony of the Spanish conquistador's world. The desire to discover in conflict with 
the wish to go home, the mistaken plunderings of a group of soldiers who could not 
share their leader's feeling that the natives should be treated with respect- are 
elements that rightly interpret a time of violent aspiration and acute desperation.

Downing, Charles Myths and Legends Series- Oxford 
RUSSIAN TALES AND LEGENDS $3.50 


Seventh in the Oxford series, this presents a good sampling of three types 
of Russian tales- the hero legend, the epic and the regional folktale. The first 
group of hero legends deals with such characters as Volga, Svyatogor and Alyosha, 
most of whom operated from Kiev. The epic, The Lay of Prince Igor, comes after these 
and is followed by a number of tales about the common people. Mr. Downing has retold 
the tales fluently and, as in most European legends, one is entertained by the mag- 
nitude of events and the rapidity and ease with which the unbelievable is brought 
about. But to place the stories more definitely in time and in national importance 
a historical note would have been a welcome addition to the collection. Dramatically 
styled illustrations by Joan Kiddell-Monroe.

A companion volume to Men At Work in New England and again a contribution 
to a sparse field- industrial and economic material for the fourth and fifth graders. 
Here is a varied picture of the New South, prefaced by a portrait of the South a 
hundred years ago. Almost every vital aspect of the new industrial developments 
are presented, in direct terms, from the achievements of the TVA and the production 
of atomic energy at Oak Ridge, to modern cotton farming and other agricultural de- 
velopments. This, with its photographic illustrations, should make good supple- 
mentary data for social studies.

* An adventurous and amusing portrayal of an American engineer's family in Africa , 
centers around young (14) Peter Hartley who goes with his father on a survey of the upper 
Kafue River region in Northern Rhodesia. Throughout the story runs the theme of Peter's 
attempts to prove himself quite capable of everything, especially of living up to the 
name the native helpers give him when he first wins their approval. And with a river full 
of crocodiles, a campsite surrounded by wild animals and more native tribes, and the ar- 
rival of Mrs. Hartley and nine year old Alice(who has her own ideas about Africa) there 
are plenty of adventures. In describing them all, the author shows not only a thorough 
knowledge of the district but a way with scenes and characters that makes them come off 
the page as real people and real land.

Though Michael is immune 
to her charms, Killer maneuvers things so that it looks as if he has been attached to her 
string too. The whole thing bursts just as Michael is beginning to take real notice of 
Frannie, and expands into a pretty gay growing up summer for everyone concerned.

WAN-FU: TEN THOUSAND HAPPINESSES 


A story of poverty and deprivation which is at first completely unrelieved shows 
a remarkable knowledge of slum living in China near Tientsin, presumably in pre-Communist 
days. Wan-Fu (who before she got her name was called One Leg because of an accident that 
left her crippled) lives with her parents outside the city, but goes to town every day as 
a guide for her blind father who begs. Crossing the bridge she often sees healthy school 
girls and wishes she could be one of them but in her life the vicious circle of want 
leading to inability leading to more want is in full operation. Indeed were it not for 
its completion, Wan-Fu would never have had her chance. Her mother sickens and dies. Her 
father is killed in a carriage accident which only injures Wan-Fu. Taken to a hospital 
she is given her chance for survival when the wealthy lady, whose chauffeur had caused the 
accident, offers to pay for an operation on her bad leg. It succeeds. New health, and 
new faith through the Christian nurses at the hospital, at last enable Wan-Fu to be one 
of the school girls she had admired.

Departing from the chronological, up-from-childhood 
pattern common in juveniles, the narrative plunges immediately into the thick of things, 
at'a point when Paine had already become famous as the creator of Common Sense, and as a 2 
soldier with Washington's army in retreat outside Newark, as he wrote theCrisis 
pamphlets. By reference then to the social and political issues at stake we are let in 
on the meaning of Paine's ideas and fluency with words. Then, by degrees, we see the 
larger and larger areas of his background as they in turn had meaning for the events in 
his life, which became so abruptly different when he-left England at 37 with little more 
than an introduction to Benjamin Franklin in his pocket.

The immense success of The Day Lincoln Was Shot proved to be a springboard for 4 
Similar success of other minute recapturing of a single incident in time,- Night to 
Remember is a significant example. Now Jim Bishop has chosen to take the span of time 
covered by the Gospel record of Jesus, from the Last Supper to the placing of his tortured 
body in the tomb. But the book is vastly more than this. He has set his narrative against 
a three panelled background:- the Jewish world, the Roman world, and a fairly comprehensive 
treatment of the facts of Jesus' life. For his Biblical sources, he has used the synoptic 
gospels primarily; he has quite evidently tapped the uncanonical writings (similar to the 
gospels) and contemporary records of those written shortly afterwards for enrichment of 
the more familiar material. Occasionally his desire to clarify obscure passages seems to 
this reader to go a bit beyond necessity (as in explaining the sweat turned to blood in 
medical terms as “haematidrosis". But the overall effect of the book is immensely dramatic; 
the sustained suspense would almost make one feel that the "greatest story ever told" was 
here told for the first time. Palestine of that period comes to life as one reads. The 
mores of the people, the intricate organization of the various levels of rule, secular and 
religious, take on new meaning; the personalities that surrounded Jesus, the influences 
brought to bear on the men and the events, the mood and tempo and passions of the times - 
all this is implicit throughout. Here is a book to deepen and strengthen faith, to inform 
our minds and our emotions.

This is a popular collection 
of answers to common curiosities about animals, interesting animals. Although the 
information revolves essentially around the relationship of animal to man, the re- 
lationship of animal to animal is mentioned. The short chapters answering specific 
questions like "What mammal is the greatest man-killer?", “What are the most valuable 
furs?", "Will devilhorses spit in your eyes?" are classified according to phylum, 
though, of course, all the phyla are not covered. The humorous illustrations by Leo 
Hershfield coupled with the very easy-going style and anecdotes make some knowledge 
about important animals accessible to us humans who don't want to have too much to 
do with them, scientifically.

This is the biography of Com. W.B. Cushing, USN, whose exploits in the Civil 
War have never had the attention they merited. The heroic, madcap adventures, which 
led to victory at Forts Fisher and Anderson, thereby opening the way to the last major 
Confederate port of Wilmington, North Carolina, are the stuff of which fiction is made. 
When it became essential at any cost to sink the ironclad Albemarle, the young officer, 
Com. William Barker Cushing, conceived and executed one of the wellnigh incredible 
feats of naval history. He balanced his small craft on the logs protecting the power- 
ful ship, and while an enemy gun prepared to blast him and his crew to bits, he calmly 
set off his torpedo beneath the logs.

His triumphs in action are episodic in the handling; his personality- when not 
in action- seems almost bland, not that of- as Farragut called him- "the hero of the 
War"...

* An excellent report on prostitution and perhaps the first of its kind prepared 
to reach a lay audience, this gains its fascination not so much from its subject matter, 
but from the handling which is sympathetic, perceptive and as often as not, written 
in narrative form. An introductory survey defines the types of prostitutes found in 
New York City by area and by class. The case histories following, are anything but 
the expected dry studies found so often in psychological and social reports. They 
are rather inductive and written in almost short story form, showing close and under- 
standing connections between the authors and the women who are talking. From a high 
class, college educated prostitute who presented a particular problem of abnormal 
sex craving- to a white girl who became one of Harlem's prized call girls more through 
an unfortunate family life than any psychological imbalance, here are the so-called 
typical sisters of the night- though through their histories no basic patterns emerge. 
The patterns lie instead in peripheral things. In the latter part of the book evidence 
on prostitute-pimp relationship (marked by a Cadillac and often by real affection), on 
the reasons why men (known as "tricks") seek these sexual outlets, and on our fantas- 
tically inadequate legal measures against the trade, mount to a devastatingly inevi- 
table outcome. Extant moral codes tend to aggravate rather than to better the situation, 
and the authors have performed signal social service in exposing them. The book is in 
no sense sensational in approach. While its realistic approach may shock the thin 
skinned - and others may be disappointed because it doesn't bid for the Adler market- 
the intelligent reader will find it a very sound and human approach to an exciting - 
and little understood- social problem.

An unsettling expose of the undercover work done in merchandising, politics, 
and industry by those known as "symbol manipulators", "motivational analysts", or 
more familiarly the "depth boys" who use psychiatric methods to determine their pitch. 
Operating, correctly, on the principle that the confused customer really doesn't know 
what he wants, he is given an assist by motivational research (now used by the leading 
advertising agencies) which discovers the psychological hook (i.e. you don't sell 
shoes- you sell beautiful feet), molds images, exploits the common guilts and fears 
and tensions (particularly in cigarette and candy advertising), markets your hidden 
needs, builds in sex, etc., etc. This examination of this new technique of condition- 
ing the reflexes of the purchasing public at a susceptible if subconscious level is 
rather horrifying. For the uninformed it will be a real eye-stopper. The market 
however will be largely men in the media of publicity and advertising.

THE CHALLENGE OF COEXISTENCE $2.50 S 





The "feature"of these Godkin lectures is realism- political and policy-wise. 
One is jolted by Gaitskell's explicit statements and the raw world problems he exposes. 
The present crisis of coexistence falls, in his opinion, into three categories: United 
Nations; intra-Europe; "uncommitted areas". Though Gaitskell respects the moral in- 
fluence and non-political services of the UN, he sees it as essentially a weak, faltering 
attempt at world government. Reluctantly he points up its inadequacies. The NATO union, 
meanwhile, is ridden with dissension and distrust. The powers are rivals in their 
interests abroad, hence also rivals and opponents in foreign policy. Germany fears that 
her allies will allow her to become a mere battlefield in the event of Soviet aggression; 
and the critical, decisive weapon in any conflict- the hydrogen bomb- the United States 
possesses and will not share. The situation in the "uncommitted areas” amounts, as 
Gaitskell believes, to sheer economics and to the political capacity of the Western powers 
to give freely and without demanding gratitude or franchise of any kind. But a peripheral 
summary cannot hope to catch Gaitskell's true contribution: his blunt, cold-turkey analysis 
of what is going on; his specific, fact-by-fact breakdown of coexistence. An important 
book for the thoughtful reader.

The Canadian anthropologist, Dr. Diamond Jenness, was commissioned in 1913 by 
the Stefansson Expedition to collect a complete ethnograph about the Eskimos of the Arctic 
region. As a participant-observer he had the opportunity to live with Eskimo families and 
record not only facts about food, house-building, economics, family structure, but opi- 

nions about interaction on a personal level. The myths and superstitions generated by 

the irregularities of nature; the introduction of Christian traits brought by the white 

man and their eventual fusion with native religion; recreation; how the Eskimos cope with 
boredom and time which invariably hang heavy in the Arctic- these are some of the prob- 

lems which are discussed, sometimes in relationship to Dr. Jenness, and-other times as 
peculiar to the culture. The ethnograph as a whole is devoid of a theoretical framework. 
Value judgments from a Europtan perspective sometimes insinuate themselves into what is 
basically a descriptive body of data. While these two criticisms may be accepted in some 
anthropological circles, the neat and rather literary handling of a restricted subject may 
attract readers other than students of anthropology.

If truth is stranger than fiction the shooting career of dead-eye Hardin sur- 
passes even truth. At 18, the Texan prodigy could look back on 27 victims knocked off 
singly and, when the occasion required, in multiples - and this, to say nothing of future 
carnage, was all in some form of self-defense, either warding off attack, resisting arrest 
or depleting the number of his pursuers. A minister's son, he was never known to kill for 
profit or out of meanness; he is described as essentially a peace-loving man who, but for 
the murders of his boyhood, would have settled down with his wife and family and become 
a distinguished member of the community. He did in fact enjoy interludes of cowpunching, 
horse trading, gambling; during a 15 year stretch (he was finally caught by two reward- 
seekers and sentenced for shooting a man about to plug him from behind) he industriously 
mastered the law. In the post Civil War years of police tyranny, Wes was a hero and never 
lacked for a friend to give him grub and a fresh mount; and his popularity, his devotion 
to his family, which was torn from him, his courage and skill won him more than local fame.

A review of the career of the J. §. Ironclad Monitor, which was built in 152 
days and lived only 1l months, turns the spotlight on a small but important section of the 
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Civil War and brings to life the controversy, people and events of that time. The 
panic that swept the North when word came through of the Merrimac's refitting as an 
ironclad, the harried, hurried preparations for building the Monitor, the doubts 
about the "iron shroud" on her launching and Ericcson's firm faith in her, the 
corrections that had to be made before she steamed south and her problems in a 

heavy sea - these are the opening for the engagement at Hampton Roads. The Merrimac, 
whose maiden voyage took her straight into battle, made her first kill on March 8, 
1862, accounting for vital Union ships; on her return found the Monitor, her 58 men 
worn and untried in their ship's performance, ready to protect the wooden ships. 

With the Merrimac four times bigger and with 10 guns to the Monitor’s 2, with un- 
known hazards in firing, maneuvering, heat and morale, it was a battle that tested 

The scuttling of the 
Merrimac after the surrender of Norfolk, the fame of the impregnable Monitor, and 
her sinking in angry seas off Cape Hatteras are the finish of the story, which also 
deals with the issues and people, from Lincoln to the men aboard the ships. A 
retelling keeps an eye on the full values both of men and ships with warm observation.

The role of these 
nomads, however, was so important that Herodotus devoted a whole book to them. Mrs. Rice 
finds the role significant not only in their own era but in subsequent eras.

The Introduction to this reference volume on the cabinetmakers of America 
is virtually a concise history of cabinetmaking, set against its background in Furope, 
drawn from account books, diaries, letters, town records, etc. studied over some 
thirty years, and brought into focus in six years of intensive travel and research. 
The mid-l17th century brought definite names of makers into prominence, and from then 
on certain regions were recognized as sources of the best work:- Newport (with the 
Goddards ané Townsends outstanding), Philadelphia (with Savery, Randolph, Affleck 
as names still talked of today)- these were the masters; later came Duncan Phyfe in 
New York, the expanding influence of the English cabinetmakers- Chippendale, Adam, 
Hepplewhite, Sheraton; the Baltimore school with its more elaborate details, the 
distinctive work of McIntire in Salem, Seymour in Boston, Belton in New York. The 
crudity of the colonial period yielded to the refinements of the post-Revolutionary 
designers; mahogany was introduced from the West Indies; American cabinet makers 
made their own adaptations and created their own designs.

In selecting ten leaders in political, cultural and scientific affairs, he seeks to 
exemplify in their riotous lives the rioting discords of France, and Napoleon III's 
struggle to bring about some kind of national self-reconciliation. The leaders:- Duc 
de Persigny and Duc de Morny, leading Buonapartists; Comte de Montalembert, a liberal 
Catholic crying in the wilderness of anti-clericalism and Church support of the 
Emperor; Countess of Castiglione, an Aphrodite by repute, whose beauty was in the 
service of Italian intrigue; Ollivier, whose tempered republicanism brought France 
closer to resolution as a democracy; Saint-Beuve, Offenbach, Courbet, Pasteur - each 
distinctive in his field - these and others provide the panel. Their lives. cut across 
each other, illuminating one another, and Napoleon III,who himself dominates every 
facet, and needs no individual chapter. As pure history, the book is too rambling 
and inconsequential; it fails to present the basic themes of the Second Empire. But 
there is color and sweep to the narrative, and the text is extraordinarily good reading. 
Considered scholarship has gone into the preparation; perception in a fragmentary way 
emerges.

Pierhal's effusiveness rarely comes into the open; it certainly is neither of- 
fensive nor unjustified. But it is continuous and it tends to rankle. His biography is 
merely a readable, accurate recital of the by now familiar events in this "Life of a 
Great Man"; it doesn't amplify, modify or offer interpretation. It doesn't offer fresh 
viewpoints or closer evaluations. And in the strict circumstances of Schweitzer's life 
there is occasion for only obvious praise; the variety and scope of his gifts, his extreme 
devotion to Christianity. But why this unremitting awe, this fixed, arbitrary assumption 
of Schweitzer's "greatness"? Pierhal does not prove it. He does not convince us that 
Schweitzer has caused some drastic shift in human affairs, some basic innovation in man's 
approach to himself or civilization. The biography captures only his intellectual powers, 
his remarkable energy and courage, his high moral principles. This is not to detract from 
Schweitzer, but to observe that Schweitzer's true contribution, his proper assessment es- 
capes Pierhal. He has pieced together the relevant facts, but nor a man not an ideal.

This is designed for the advanced, almost the professional gardener; or in the 

~ amateur field, the specialist interested primarily in "little bulbs". The term is far 

more inclusive than one might think. It embraces a wide range the seasons round, from the 
earliest snowdrops, squills and daffodils, to hardy cyclamens, colchicum and crocuses, 

wood sorrels, little iris, ixias, tritonias, freesias, the lily family including such items 
as chiondoxia, mariposa tulips, fritellaria, hyacinth, on to trillium, wild tulips, clusi- 
ana and amaryllis - and many others whose names are much less familiar.

As it stands, William White has performed the difficult, almost 
insurmountable task of marshalling statistical records, analyzing truth, evasion and 
falsehood, sifting propaganda (yes, on all sides) from fact- and livening the depressing 
record with enough human interest material to give it color. That he has found it 
necessary perhaps for security purposes, to cloak these stories by using covering terms 
such as the Doctor, the Ranger, the Artilleryman, etc. takes a bit from the personal nar- 
rative quality. He tells in counterpoint what went on first in the camps of the United 
Nations, then in the camps of the North Koreans and the Chinese Reds. He records the 
abortive efforts of the Neutrals, the Red Cross headquarters in Switzerland, in Hungary, 
to get answers to requests, to demands sent to the Communists. He gives the ghastly pic- 
ture of the starvation program, the interrogation, the torture, the hasty attempt as the 
Armistice got under way, to cover the tracks. He analyzes the processes of brainwashing, 
the steps by which confessions were secured, faked, doctored. He attempts to arrive at some @ 
conclusions as to why the American percentage of cracking was higher than the British; why 
youth collapsed more quickly under duress than maturity; why the illiterate succumbed to 
fear and pressure, and so on. The end picture is a'distressing one. For the average 
reader, it is tough going. (LC:57-7583)

GUNS ON THE EARLY FRONTIERS $8.50 


For collectors, museum curators, archaeologist-historians, this book is- in 
its field- an essential contribution. The author is the coordinator of science and 
historical museums of the National Park Service, and one of the authorities on the 
history of our frontier firearms. Guns in the hands of Indians, trappers and soldiers 
of the American West helped shape our history in the 19th century, and the importance 
of the musket as against the rifle, to the Indian mind, played a significant part 
in our ultimate establishment of control. Many of the questions that have baffled 
historians are pursued here:- why the use of flint persisted long after discovery of 
the percussion method; why light carbines replaces the long-barreled arms; why there 
was difficulty in getting acceptance of repeating arms for the army. He has presented, 
too, in technical detail those facts that help identify guns used during the westward 
advance of the frontier by traders and trappers; the powder, ball, accessories and 
the small cannon of the period have their place. An exhaustive study, with some fifty 
odd illustrations. Specialized market- but a more extensive one than the average 
citizen realizes.

Gilbert, Stuart- Fd. 424 Viking 
LETTERS OF JAMES JOYCE ° $7.50 


A literary landmark, this first publication of the letters of James Joyce, 
16 years after his death, is an event of great magnitude. Edited by Gilbert Stuart, 
his friend from 1927 until his death in 1941, these letters are addressed to the 
famous and obscure alike. Poignantly and unforgettably,they manage to convey- more 
than any biographer or critic has done so far- the singular character of James Joyce. 
Interest, pleasure, amusement, pity and revelation are all aroused. Chiefly the 
letters are notable for conveying Joyce's obsession with his work. Almost any of 
them contain some reference to whatever work is in progress, and many are completely 
devoted to this aspect of his life. In this respect, they will be very important to 
Joyce exegists as they give many a final clue to his later and more obscure works. 
As a person, they reveal Joyce as an outstandingly modest and simple man, for all his 
erudition. He is also a family man, and pitifully enough one driven by want of money, 
tortured by the sense of rejection of his native Ireland, a rebel against the church 
and the censors. On the one hand he is the victim of illness, the threat of blindness, 
dreadful living conditions; on the other, there is the overpowering faith in the 
drive of his work. Stuart Gilbert has chosen to edit these letters with dignity and 
discretion. Omitted are unduly intimate passages, and in no instance has the editor 
intruded on his privacy. An important book which illumines both the artist and the 
man to an exceptional degree.

Pauli, Hertha Ives Washburn 
. CRY OF THE HEART $3.50 


Through her writings and through her friendship with Alfred Nobel, the 
Baroness Bertha von Suttner left her impression on the conscience of a war-minded 
Europe of the late 1800's and this biography, itself novelistic in form, charts the 
cause and effect of her small but definite sphere of influence. Alone at 30 and 
bereaved by the death of her fiance who had been killed in a dynamite explosion, 
Bertha, then Countess Kinsky, became governess to the four von Suttner daughters in 
Vienna. More than that, she fell in love with Arthur von Suttner who was just 
finishing his law studies. Because they could not marry then, Bertha was forced to 
leave the household and by no more than a stroke of fortune became secretary of Nobel, 
the man whose invention had killed her fiance. This association, though very warm, 
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lasted only until a plea from Arthur brought Bertha back to Vienna, marriage, and the 
following years in the war torn Balkans that saw the beginnings of both her own and 
Arthur's careers as writers. Both also won acclaim, Arthur through fiction and Bertha 
partly through autobiographical work in which she became an impassioned spokeswoman for 
peace and the spiritual, personal values of a peaceful world. And she, with Arthur, was 
also able to renew the acquaintance with Nobel to form an enduring frienship. If their 
aim- world peace- was mutual, an ironic note is struck in the divergent ways they chose 
to achieve it, Nobel through fear and Bertha von Suttner through an appeal to humaneness. 
Yet their association had its lasting effect in the result of Baroness von Suttner's 
influence in the planning of the Nobel Peace Prize. Warm, heartfelt and a very human

Munsterberg, Hugo Charles E. Tuttle 
THE ARTS OF JAPAN $7.50 


Another fine book on Eastern art from the Tuttle publishers (and from Hugo 
Munsterberg, whose work in the field is very familiar) compares favorably with the Terry 
edition of the Pageant of Japanese Art (p. 835, 1956) but is a shorter and more expressive 
volume, for the art lover as well as the serious student. All of the periods from the 
ancient Jomon and Yayoi cultures beyond the Edo and into modern art are discussed with 
reference to painting, sculpture, architecture and crafts and within each section, Mr. 
Munsterberg is at pains to present both probably and actual’cultural trends which had an 
influence. His analysis, for instance, of Japan's remarkable transformation from a feudal 
society to a highly westernized one after 1850, makes a small but enlightening historical 
essay in itself. With over a hundred well chosen photographs, some in color, of the 
art objects, this should make a valuable and indeed a pleasurable addition to any con- 
noisseur's library.
